Prior te this year the Cosmetology Act required 
that applicants for electrolcogist license have 500 hours 
of training. The 1951 session of the Legislature increased 
the requirement to 1000 hours, effective September 22, 1951. 
The Board of Cosmetology took the position at the time of 
the Legislation that it would not affect those who were in 
school at the time of its passage and it was decided to 
admit those applicants. This intention was evidenced by 
their approval of your application. However, the week 
before the examination, the Board was advised by the Attorney 
General's Office that all applicants, regardless of when they 
obtained thetr schooling, would have to meet the 1000 hours 
requirement. This, of course, was contrary to the opinion 
previously held by the Board and came as somewhat 4a surprise. 
The Board fully intended to permit you an others in your 
situation to take the examination but, of course, on being 
advised that they could not do so they had no alternative.

Your letter to Governor Warren concerning the 
requirements for an electrologist's license has been 
referred to this department. 


Prior to this year the Cosmetology Act required 
that applicants for electrologist License have 500 hours 
of training. The 1951 session of the Legislature increased 
the requirement to 1000 hours, effective September 22, 1951. 
The Board of Cosmetology took the position at the tine of’ 
the legislation that it would not affect those who were in 
school at the time of its passage and it was decided to 
admit those applicants. This intention vas evidenced by 
their approval of your application. However, the week 
before the examination, the Board was advised by the Attorney 
General's Office that all applicants, regardless of when they 
obtained their schooling, would have to meet the 1000 hours 
reguirement. This, of course, was contrary to the opinion 
previously held by the Board und cume as somewhat a surprise. 
The Board fully intended to permit you and others in your 
situation to take the examination but, of course, on being 
advised that they could not do so they had no alternative. 
At the present time no deciston has been reached relative 
to those persons who were examined in January with only 500 


hours of schooltng. 


A similar situation arose not long ago in the 
Board of Chiropractic Examiners, also an agency in this depart- 
ment. The law was changed by the Legislature to require four

Your Excellency: 


Your Honorable Office, the highest in the State and endowed 
with ‘autheritative power is hereby recognized as an honest agency 
of the.Government for the pegpre who can extend justice for the 
solution of the matter in quétion. 


I beg leave'to lodge the herein complaint , to wit: 


That, the State,Board of Cosmetology bits committed irregularities 
prejudicial to the good name of the real Americans and their noble 
aims and high ideals. They have done a dirty and discriminating 
official duties by flunging the deserving student and letting to 
pass the undeserving ones. The unfair deal is based on the 
following: - 

(1) The State Board of Cosmetology has a flexible way of 
action in maneuvering the examination both in papers and in 
practical works. This way of action has caused my unexpected 
failure with an average grade of 74.2%. I, having been in excel- 
lent standing and a leading student from one of the government 
school where I finished the course, and who maintained this 
standing from the beginning of the course up to the State Board 
Examination room has been the victim of human selfishness, un-~ 
scrupulousness and prejudice. 

(2) It is a scandal that takes place in the examination of 
the applicants. This is the worst Board of Examiners I have ever 
known to exist in a Democratic country. They pass the students 
disregarding the merit of intelligence and workmanship in the 
practical examination. Their passing is based on the superiority 
of blood. The white-skin applicant upon entering the examination 
room is already exemplified; a passing consideration is already 
credited in mind. The examination for them is only a matter of 
formality. If the applicant is quite dumbbell, they can make 
some form of automatic maneuvering in order to> pass them. They 
are on the wheel and they have in their power a flexibility of 
action. It is.a great wonder that, all my poor classmates who 
could hardly read some terminology or scientific words in Cosme- 
tology passed easily with a high average of 80% and up, altho 
the late Mrs. S. Barrett our former instructor was very in doubt 
of their passing the Board. There were good cheaters during our 
frequent class examinations and Mrs. Barrett just remarked that 





| they cheat themselves---and they pass so easily in bhe: Board.

Many were classed below par and I am the eye-witness from ‘the 
beginning to the end of the course. Whereas, the non-caucasian 
applicant upon entering the examination room i8 on the spot; 
they must have to suffer a degradation on personalities of a 
rough estimate of from 20 to 25% to their discredit. This de- 
preciating contrast naturally will cause a slim chance of pas- 
‘sing on the part of the applicant. This system is rédiculous 
and I do not believe the Board is doing right. 

(3) The case with my only classmate, Miss 0. Storey in the 
same examiantion room. Altho relatively poor in the class; poor 
and slow in the practical; and who was apprehended and scornfully 
corrected in a harsh loud voice by Mrs. L. Bones, the Examiner 
due to her wrong technique in hair-cutting, yet. to my great 

astonishment she passed with an average of 80% as recorded at the 
back of her license certificate. It was unfortunate and very sad 
thing that happened to me. Mrs. L. Bones have praised my work 
with a smiling mode; she remarked that I have a nice hair cut 
and she touched the uniformity of hair trimming, etc. After all 
she blessed me with a failure grage of 71%,---a nonsensical 
grading. If I am a white applicant, my estimate grade here will 
be around 90% or over. This particular instance is a convincing 
fact supporting discrimination. The fact that I was considered 
the best or one of the best hair cutter in my class, and being’ 
the leading student that knows COSMETOLOGY from cover to cover, 
I can't believe my failure nor my classmates never believe when 
I told them that I flung. I wish to refer the authorities to my 
complete list of grades in the accompanying true copy of my com 
plaint to the Head of the Board of Cosmetology herewith attached 
as Exhibit A, and also attached are copies of some informative 
correspondence. 


In view of the foregoing, I wish to invite the peentien. of the 
proper authorities, that in the defense of my allegations, an 
investigator must ask informations from the Schneider School at 
Stockton for my records and from my classmates and contemporaries 
‘who know me. It is unfortunate that Mrs. S. Barrett is dead and 
she cannot shout for my defense. 


It is further suggested that, in order to justify my accusations 
I request the authorities must re-examine us in public place, --- 
those classmates of mine who passed, myself and also the Examiners 
concerned to prove their competency. The special investigator- 
examiner must be neutral without any mental reservation or pre- 
judice. By this way, we will find out the real consequence and to 
cope with the unscrupulousness of the examiners who know nothing 
except discrimination. I am reluctant that my examination papers 
will suffer alterations when reviewed as it can be wrongfully or - 
avengefully prejudiced due to my complaint. They can manufacture 
mistakes by marking X or circle O on questionaires under the 
mercy of their flexibility of action, or change the whole thing 
without detecting any discrepancy.

This discriminatory act is just like pressing other kind’ of 
people to serfdom. They are trying to block the natural course 
of man to equity in the pursuit of happiness. This is there 
Democracy fails. It fails right among the intelligent class. It 
is deplorable that the United States of America, a union formed 
by genuine American Ideals based on Democracy, and who is now 
and then shedding blood and lossing billons of dollars in the 
battlefields to protect Democracy is right now rotting in the 
home front. How in the world will other nation believe America 
as the home of Democracy? This is a challenge to an educated 
Americans. This is a_great subject of the times open to Ameri- 
can leaders and statémen for their proper consideration if they 
want to protect their noble aims and high ideals. The people 
must know to justify the situation. 


The foregoihg is self-explanatory and I leave the case 
in your hand for your impartial consideration.

(1) The State Board of Cosmetology has a flexible way of action. 
in maneuvering the examination both in papers and in practical workse 
This way of action has caused my unexpected failure with an average grade 
of 7462%, I, having been in excellent standing and a leading student from 
_one of the government school where I finished the course, and who 
maintained this standing from the beginning of the course up to the State 
Board Examination room has been the victim of human selfishness, 
unscrupulousness and prejudices. 

2) It is a scandal that takes place in the examination of the 
applicants. This is the worst Board of Exeminers I have ever known to
